Committee to Aid British 


Workers Receives $2,000 
From Jewish Group 


The intensive 90-day nationwide 
drive of the American labor com- 
mittee got off to a fine start with 
a check for $2,000 presented to Mat- 
thew Woll, chairman of the com- 
mittee, by Louis Segal, general sec- 
retary of the Jewish national work- 
ers’ alliance. Frederick W. Gehle, 
chairman of the fund raising divi- 
sion of the British war relief so- 
ciety, witnessed the presentation. 

In presenting the check, Mr. 
Segal expressed the “special pleas- 
ure” of the Jewish national work- 
ers’ alliance in “identifying us with 
Mr. Matthew Woll and the Amer- 
ican labor committee to aid British 
labor.” 

Mr. Woll declared that “this is 
more than mere money—it is tan- 
gible evidence of the intense inter- 
est of America’s workers in the

Union Membership, Court Rules 


The supreme court held this week 
that the Wagner labor act requires 
a company to hire and give back 
pay to a person found by the labor 
board to have been denied work 
because of union membership or 
activities. 

Supreme Court Justice Frank- 
furter delivered the decision, giv- 
ing fresh interpretation to the 
meaning of the labor legislation. 

At issue was validity of a labor 


|board order directing a New York 


firm to employ and give back pay 
to two men who were found to have 
been refused work because of union 
affiliation 

The decision also held that: 

i—The labor board has the 
power to order the reinstate- 
ment of striking workers who 
had obtained regular and sub- 
stantially equivalent employ- 
ment elsewhere. 

2—In making a _  back-pay 
award the board need not re- 
quire the deduction of amounts 
which the recipient could have 
earned but did not. 

On these two questions, how- 
ever, the court ordered further pro- 
ceedings by the board to determine 
specifically whether such rulings 
in this particular case would ef- 
fectuate the purposes of the Wag- 
ner act. 

The court’s action was by a 6 to 


2 division with Chief Justice 
Hughes and Justice Stone dissent- 
ing. 

Howard Case Stands 

The court refused to review a 
California supreme court decision 
giving labor almost unrestricted 
rights of picketing, upholding 


closed shop contracts and generally 
extending the rights of organized 
labor.

George Meany, secretary - treas- 
urer of the American Federation 
of Labor, was thoroughly shocked 
at the distressing conditions he 
found on a tour of inspection of 
the strike-bound lemon centers of 
Ventura county where the anti- 
labor associated farmers have re- 
fused the demands of the 6,000 
members of the A. F. of L. Agricul- 
tural and Citrus Workers’ Union 
Local 22342 that their grievances 
be submitted to arbitration. Mr. 
Meany was astounded at the de- 
plorable conditions he found in the 
workers’ camps and at the eco- 
nomic distress of the workers due 
to the feudal, “profit-before-human- 
ity” operations of the growers. 

In an interview on his return to 
Los Angeles, Mr. Meany said: 

“I saw men working and liv- 
ing under unbelievable, horrible 
conditions. I saw workers and 
their families crowded into 
miserable, inadequate cabins, 
some of them clustered in the 
swamps. I saw pay-checks for 
two weeks of labor by men 
that totaled $1.65, this amount 
being the only real money the 
workers received after the com- 
pany had deducted rent for the 
shacks and money due the com- 
pany stores. 

“J found six thousand workers 
banded together in a united front 
in this A. F. of L. union, denied the 
elemental right to bargain for their 
services by the associated farmers.”

600 Men Return at Caterpillar Plant After 10-Day 


Strike; Wages Increased 


in Every Department 


Thousands of A. Foof L. machinists went back to work early 
this week at machine shops and plants in Oakland and San 
Francisco ending two major strikes. 

A. F. of L. machinists and the California Metal Trades asso- 
ciation reached an agreement in San Francisco ending a 21-day

The agreement gives the San 
Francisco machinists an_ in- 
crease from $1 to $1.15 an hour 
for journeymen, double time, $1.87% 
for toolmakers, brewery machin- 
ists and machinists on new con- 
struction and $1 for their helpers, 
$1.25 for maintenance men and 95 
cents for helpers, $1.15 for journey- 
men in jobbing plants and 87% 
cents an hour for helpers, $1 for 
specialists, a 15 per cent differtial 
for midnight shift and a 10 per 
cent differential for evening shift. 
Strike Ends in Oakland 

Approximately 600 men on strike 
at the Caterpillar plant in San 
Leandro signed a new contract 
after a 10-day strike. 

Signing for Machinists’ Lodge 
|No. 284 were Dave Wilson, busi- 
ness representative and J. L. Mc- 
3reen, grand lodge representative. 

The Caterpillar contract provid- 
ed an hourly wage of $1.35 for tool 
and die makers, $1.12 for maghin- 
ists, tool room and maintenance 
machinists $1.22, specialists from 92 
cents to $1.07 an hour, and time 
and one-half for Saturday work. 
The plant had been making fuel in- 
jection devices for the main Cater- 
pillar tractor factory at Peoria, Ill.
